The reorganization campaign of 
the Chamber of Commerce is booming 
along to a grandly successful climax, 
judging by what has already been ac¬ 
complished. 

A meeting of the general campaign 
committee was held in the city hall 
last Friday nightat which the reorgan¬ 
ization plans were approved and the 
goal of three hundred members at $20 
a year endorsed. The needs of Si¬ 
erra Madre were discussed and a 
tentative program of work outlined 
which has been included in the organ¬ 
ization prospectus which is being sent 
out by mail. The suggestions ranged 
all the way from cleaner streets to a 
tourist hotel and city hall building 
and a most helpful consensus of opin¬ 
ion as to the best way to build a big¬ 
ger and better Sierra Madre was ob¬ 
tained. 

Monday night a very satisfactory 
and educative smoker was held at the 
Woman’s Club House. This occasion 
is reviewed in another column. 

Next Monday night the Greater Si¬ 
erra Madre Civic Dinner will be held 
at the Club House at 6:30 and a large 
crowd is expected. The women of 
the club are serving the dinner and 
that in itself is proof of its excellence 
from the culinary standpoint. There 
will be good speakers, the principal 
ones being Charles F. Stern, Vice- 
president of the First National Bank 
of Los Angeles, G. F. Rienhart, Edi¬ 
tor of the Covina Citizen, Charles 
Bayer of Pomona, who has recently 
been chosen to head the new Com¬ 
munity Service Department of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
and our Mrs. J. Milton Steinbergor 
who will speak on the women’s share 
in the community work. 

The Kidas Orchestra will furnish, 
music and there will be some enliven¬ 
ing community singing under the 
leadership of Louis C. Brooks. 

Two divisions have been organized 
to handle the solicitation of member¬ 
ships which will begin Tuesday morn¬ 
ing.

The actual canvassing is ex 
pected to take two or three hours for 
three mornings.

City Marshal Udell states that 
there have been no burglaries for a 
week and that while the officers have 
been called out several times almost 
every night, that in practically nine¬ 
ty-eight per cent of the calls, he be¬ 
lieves there was no real foundation 
for alarm. 

After the reports of the first bur¬ 
glaries, cvflry one in town has been 
on the qui vivo and sounds which or¬ 
dinarily would pass unnoticed assume 
alarming sigmfi"ance. 

The Marshal is anxious that some 
garbled statements which have been 
circulated in regard to an occuranee 
last Thursday night lie corrected. 
Stories grow in the retelling and the 
facts in this case have been very much 
twisted. 

Thursday night a robbery wa re¬ 
ported from the east end of town and 
it was said that three men were en- 
volved and that they had driven otr 
in a Ford car. Orders were given the 
officers to watch all the streets lead¬ 
ing out of town and stop any ear 
they were not satisfied was all right. 
Tom Henderson was stationed on 
West Central and stood under the 
light in front of the Topping place. 
There i another light across the 
street at the Andrews entrance. He 
had his police star and his firemen’s 
badge displayed prominently on his 
coat. 

There had been a rain earlier in 
the evening, hut Central Avenue was 
almost dry, there was no fog or mist 
and the stars were shining clearly. 
He saw a car coming down Sunnysiae 
turn west on Central and. as it swung 
round the corner he could sec three 
figures in the car but could not dis¬ 
tinguish whether men or women. 

He stepped out into the street in 
plain view and the ear slowed down, 
giving Henderson the impression 
they had seen his stars and were try¬ 
ing to avoid him, then it put on speed 
and as it approached, lie signalled 
with a flashlight which he hold in his 
right hand calling them, to stop. Ho 
states that he cannot understand how 
they failed to see his badges as the 
men in another car which came past 
a few moments later told him they 
could see them for live hundred feet. 

Instead of stopping, the speed of 
the car increased and Henderson 
thought the driver intended to run 
him down. He sprang aside as the 
car reached him and aiming the gun

The smoker which was held at the 
Woman’s Club House Monday night 
as a get together meeting for the 
men in connection with the Chamber 
of Commerce extetnsion campaign 
was a most enjoyable affair. On ac¬ 
count of the burglar scare in town, 
many timid wives objected strenous- 
ly to being left alone at home so sev¬ 
eral of the men who had expected to 
he there had to stand guard over their 
lares and Penates instead, but at 
that more than fifty were present to 
hear the talks and enjoy the social 
aspects of the affair. 

Don Parker at the piano played the 
accompaniments for songs und Mr. 
Schouboe, who modestly claimed he 
had never done such a thing before, 
led the singing. Mr. Hawks chair¬ 
man of the smoker committee prompt¬ 
ly turned the meeting over to Mayor 
Mitchell, who in opening the program 
for the evening said that he had been 
in Chamber of Commerce work in Los 
Angeles from 1895 until a year or two 
ago. During that time he had served 
on many committees and he classed 
this organization work as among the 
pleasantest of his recollections of his 
residence in Los Angeles. 

He said he particularly approved of 
the smokers and lunches because it 
gave the men a chance to become bet¬ 
ter acquainted and when people gw. 
better acquainted they generally 
found that they liked each other bet¬ 
tor than they had expected to, and 
they found it much easier to work to¬ 
gether for the public good. He ex¬ 
plained that the “movie” which was 
to be shown, while dealing with Holly¬ 
wood and its problems, would show 
many conditions applicable to Sierra 
Madre. 

The motion picture followed and 
was most interesting. It’s title was, 
“Hollywood as It Is and Isn’t,” and 
it vizualized many of the tilings whicci 
Hollywood lacked and which the re¬ 
organized Chamber of Commerce 
there has undertaken to obtain for 
the city. It’s display of public parks, 
“neat, but not gaudy” with forceful 
illustrations of why the hoboes did not 
occupy the park benches aroused much 
laughter. Hollywood has about as 
large and attractive parks as Sierra 
Madre has. 

The final picture showed the 250 
men and women of Hollywood who 
worked on the teams and put the cam¬ 
paign across, enrolling 2517 members. 

Mr. Schouboe then gave a short 
talk on the advantages of a strong 
and standardized Chamber of Com¬ 
merce for Sierra Madre. He said 
that in every campaign there were al¬ 
ways the doubting ones who felt that 
it could not be done in their particu¬ 
lar city, but that it was always dem¬ 
onstrated that it could be done if the 
citizens once realized the necessity 
for this work and the personal advan¬ 
tage to them in its accomplishment 
as well as to the community as a 
whole. He laid particular emphasis 
on the fact that the really powerful 
thing in any community was not its 
wealth nr possessions but its man and 
woman power. That whenever the 
people of any town made up their 
minds that they wanted a thing badly 
enough to work for it and to work 
together for it, that thing could be 
accomplished. 

Mr. M. C. Hutchinson of Hollywood 
thou was introduced and said that, 
having been one of the workers in 
the recent campaign in Hollywood, ne 
was glad of the opportunity to urge 
upon the men of this city the advan¬ 
tages to he gained by expanding and 
reorganizing this Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. He told of many of the prob¬ 
lems of his home city, saying it had 
grown so fast that innumerable 
things had been neglected which now- 
must ho attended to and stating that 
before this campaign brought the cit¬ 
izens together in a common effuse and

A short time since the Chamber 
requested the School Board to take al 
possible measures to provide train- 
portation for the kindergarten child 
ren living at a distance from tin 
school.

This letter is the summarizing ot 
the whole situation and would seem 
to show very plainly that it is not 
within the power of the School Board 
to furnish the transportation this 
year. One point which many people 
have not appreciated is, that the kin¬ 
dergarten receives no money from the 
county or state but is supported en¬ 
tirely by the school district and that 
until the tax money is paid in^ by 
property owners in this district hierc 
are no funds available.

Dear Mrs. Hawks: 

I am submitting to you facts and 
figures important in the consideration 
of kindergarten transportation fur¬ 
nished by this board.

li. trict. In our case, this year’s as- 
lessed valuation amounted to $2,466,- 
'15, the maximum tax yield on which 
Amounts to $3,699; but we were ad-

ivailable fund of $3329.10.

“A train moving fast cannot be ( 
brought to a stop in much less than 
1200 feet. To avoid being struck and 
injured by a train automobile drivers ; 
should approach a crossing at con¬ 
trollable speed, should know that 
their brakes are serviceable, so as to 
be able to stop when circumstances 
require, and never attempt to cross 
without first making sure they may 
do so safely.

Los Angeles the tenth city in the country in a little over a quar¬ 
ter of a century. This is what one of the officers of the Los An¬ 
geles Chamber has to say about it: “Thirty-three years ago this 
month the Chamber was organized by a small but determined 
group of men who started out with the idea that neither poli 
tics nor personal gain should interfere with the growth ol thi* 

city. , , . 

“They have kept the faith. The fact that Los Angeles rs 

tenth industriously and tenth in point ol population today 
among all the cities of the country is proof positive that greed 

has been shunted aside by cooperation. 

Out of this city, known as the slowest growing metropolis 
in the 80’s, has come the fastest growing municipality with the 
largest commercial organization in the world, numbering 8,500 

members.” .... 

We are only a tiny sister beside this queen city ol the west, 

but there is no reason at all why we should not copy all hei good 
traits. Let Sierra Mad re show a strong family resemblance to 
big sister in commendable things and at the top ot the list let 
us put COOPERATION. 

We Pay High for Luxury 
of Being Waited Upon 

\ CCORDING to Representative Anderson, who is chairman 
A of a commission of Agriculture Inquiry, 49 cents of every 
dollar which the consumer pays for agricultural products goes 
for service, while 37 cents represents the cost of production and 
only 14 cents represents the profits to the various interests 
which handle the commodity. 

This is of interest in connection with some letters which 
have recently appeared on this page in regard to the cost ot food 
stuffs in this city. 

This service cost covers everything from the time the article 
leaves the hands of the producer until it reaches the ultimate 
consumer. This tremendously disproportionate cost, in the 
opinion of the commission, is the logical and inevitable result 
of the complexities of modern civilization and the concentration 
of population in cities. 

The report is very interesting reading though it leaves one 
rather “up in the air,” as so many of these profound reports of 
commissions do. However the meat of the matter seems to be 
that there will not be much reduction in the cost of commodit¬ 
ies to the consumer until the consumer shows a willingness to 
get along with less service. 

Which brings us back to the painful fact that most of us aie 
too indolent to be willing to dispense with service. Yet there is 
more than a grain of truth in the statement contained in one 
letter, that it doesn’t seem quite fair to charge the consumer 
who is willing to dispense with delivery service and credit the 
same as the consumer who wants both. 

We would be glad to hear from some of our merchants on 
these points. They should not be so shy and retiring. We 
would be glad to print their side of the argument if they would 
give us a communication. 

The Annament Conference and the Arbuckle trial are run- 
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ning a clos^ race in the columns of the Los Angeles papers with 
Arbuckle gjetting a shade the best of it in inches and size of 
headline tylpe. And nine out of ten people read the Arbuckle 
story first, without missing a word or a detail, while they skip 
about three-fourths of the Armament report. Is it so strange 
that a small group who know what they want and how to get it 
mold the policies of nations? 

You would think brick construction was an entirely new 
thing to see the interested groups watching brick piles grow 
into walls at the corner of Baldwin and Central. 

We have all heard the ancient tale of the man who, in the 
interest of economy, cut down his horse’s feed day by day until, 
just as he expected to have the brute trained to getting along 
without meals, it up and died. From the standpoint of the 
looker on. it would seem that the City Marshal and his deputies 
are trying to follow out that same plan in regard to sleep these 
hectic days—or rather nights. Here’s hoping the burglars are 
caught before the abbreviated sleeping hours have any violent 
results. At any rate, it’s a large comfort to know the officers 
are on the job o’nights, specially when those creepy, creaky 
sounds that houses seem to delight in making in the cold, before 
dawn hours obtrude themselves on our nervous systems. 

The hero of the Piave was in L. A. Sunday and he was 
treated to four hours of parades and speeches and hand shak¬ 
ing. General Foch is to have a similar dose only he has six 
hours of it to endure. And so many wonderfully beautiful 
things that could be seen if they were not being “welcomed.’ 
The horrors of war may pale into insignificance by the time a 
few more cities extend welcomes.
